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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to application papers filed on 30 June 2003. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to per 37 CFR 1 .84(b) because the copies of 
photographs corresponding to Figs. 1c, 3a, 3b, 3c, 3d, 3e, 4d, 4e are not of sufficient 
quality for all of the details in the photographs to be reproduced in the printed patent. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informality: 

The "Brief Description of the Drawings" section does not describe Fig. 2d. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Method for Forming a Semiconductor Device 
with a Hard Mask Layer Formed Over a Bit Line to Protect the Bit Line During 
Subsequent Etching Steps. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informality: 

In claim 1 , step (f), line 4, insert -are- after "hole" to correct grammar. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1 -6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission

amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships is: Step (d) does not 
particularly point out that the contact hole is formed through the interlayer insulating film. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, because its claim 
limitation is inconsistent with the specification (see MPEP section 2173.03). 
Specifically, the thickness of the second nitride film on the bottom and inner walls of the 
contact hole is claimed to range from 500 to 3000 angstroms in claim 5, whereas the 
specification teaches that the thickness of the second nitride film on the stacked 
structure comprising the bit line preferably ranges from 500 to 3000 angstroms (see 
page 14, lines 16-18). 

Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, because they 
depend on claim 1 . 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lien et al., Kohyama, Kim, and Ahn et al. teach semiconductor 
methods that feature forming an interlayer over an insulating layer that contains a 
landing plug, forming a bit line on the interlayer, and forming a contact hole through the 
interlayer to expose the landing plug.
